It is known, however, from the frequent al- 
lusions: te them, that during three cen- 
turies antecedent to the technical perfec- 
tion displayed in the works of the brothers 
Van Eyck there were what we may con- 
sider tentative efforts in oil painting. And 
so distant is the evidence of the practice 


of oil painting long before the beginning 
of the fifteenth century—wHen the Van 


Eycks flourished—that the account of their 
invention or discovery by Vassari (the Ital- 
ian biographer of artists), even understood 
restrictedly, has been denied altogether. 
It appears, however, that oil painting 
was at first employed only for coloring 
standards, banners and pennons with her- 
aldic devices and for the subordinate, com- 
plementary and decorative parts of_pict- 
ures—such, for instance, as draperies and 
accessories. And no example of figures or 
pictures in the modern sense of the term, 
entirely executed in oil, before the time 
of the Van Eyeks, can be proved to exisi. 
nor is there a direct record of such works 
having been executed. As might, there- 
fore, have been expected, research has 
shown that the Van Eycks are entitled to 
our gratitude; not, indeed, for having cre- 
ated the art, bui for removing disqualifica- 


tions which unfitted it to compete wita, 
much less supersede, the ordinary tem- 
pera—the egg vehicle of the medieval paint- 
ers.

5.—A wealthy merchant, named Blas Ca- 
sares, has been arrested in Yuerto Prin- 
cipe, charged with political offenses. 

A party of insurgents recently made an 
attack upon Fort Santo Cristo del Vaile, 
near Sabalo, in the province cf Pinar del 
Rio. The garrison made a stout resis.- 
ance, but the insurgents set fire to a 
house near the walls of the fort. which 
took fire. compelling the garrison to ret.re 
the ioss of six men killed. Two 
brothers, named Portillo, made a stand 
behind a tree and were re-enforced by a 
number of their comrades. 

After sharp fighting the insurgents were 
driven off with the loss of four killed 
and six wounded. It is reported that a 
group of insurgents attacked and entered 
the town of Janaguayabo, near Remedios, 
where they sacked several stores anc 
burned a number of houses. It ig aiso 
reported that the insurgcen's have fired 
upon Guira Melena, in Havana province. 
During the month of August 500 persons 
died in Guines from epidemic diseases. 
All of the victims. with one exception, 
were Cubans. The rate of mortality among 
the refugees is very great and the same 
is true regarding the troops. The mor- 
tality due to the yellow fever, malaria and 
dysentery is excessive. It is estimated 
that thirty-seven out of every thousand 
sick soldiers in the hospitals throughout 
the island die. It is stated that from 
twenty to :wenty-six deaths occur on each 
ir.p of the steamers which carry s:ck and 
disabled troops from Cuba to Spain.

SUSPECTED OF MURDERING A POLICEMAN 


Officers Locate Him in Jersey City 
end Watch for Him in New York 
with Success. 


New York, September 5.—Eugene O'Hara, 
alias Joe Bates, alias James Brown, forty- 
two years oid, burglar, highwayman and 
desperado. end probably murderer, who 
cut his way out of Jefferson Market prison 
here six years ago, and who has. been 
hunied ever since, was recaptured today 
by detectives. 

Aiter his O’Hara, with another 
fugitive from justice, Joe Stranahan, 
made his way to Colon, from which place 
they later proceeded to Europe, where 
they committed a series of housebreaks 
and other ser.ous crimes. Three years ago 
O'Hara returned to tthe United States, 
and at Columbus, O., was caught in the 
act of burglary. He served a term of two 
and a nalf years for this crime, and dur- 
ing the per.od of his imprisonment was 
not recognized as the escaped prisoner 
from this city. O'Hara was released re- 
cenlly and took up a residence in Jersey 
City. He made trips across the North 
rever,- and at last the police were informed 
that O’l4ara was visiting his old haunts 
here and touok s:eps to .arrest him. Under 
the name of Joe Bates, O'Hara, in 1878, 
Was Sentenced tO a term of seven years 
at Sing Sing prison for a highway robbery 
committed here. Again in 188 lhe was 
caught robbing a saioon in this city by 
fo.wceman Wa.liiam > Ketchale.

Hamburg, Sptember 5.—Emperor William, 
in proposing the toast to King Humbert 
at the banquet of the Kurhaus last even- 
ing, said: 

‘My army thanks your majesty for the 
honor of teading a corps in ttie review, 
but not only my army, but the whole Ger- 
man tatherland greets you in your maj- 
esiy an exaited pr.nee, a close friend of 
my father and a true ally whose pres- 
ence again shows us and the world now 
unshakabie and firm stands the Dreitbund, 
which was founded in the interest of 
peace, and which, the tonger un Iasts, 
w:il more firmly and more deeply strike 
its roots into the minds of the people and 
bear truit accordingly.”’ 

King Humberi repiied He 
Said: 

“Il am glad of the opportunity to give 
you fresh testimony of tne cordial friend- 
snip and alliance between our govern- 
ments and states. Your majesty has set 
your reé.gn a nob.e task by uevoting your 
constant efforts toward peace, the ma.nte- 
nance of which by agreements wiil end 
in the unanimous wisn of our govern- 
ments, and also in my most ardent de- 
sire.

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FAILURE OF CROPS IN IRELAND, 


There Is a Gloomy Outlook in the Em- 
rald Isle. 


London, September 5.—The failure of the 
potato, hay and corn crops in most of the 
districts of Ireland bas resulted in. the 
gloomiest outlook for the winter.

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Siberian Horrors To Cease. 

Within the last few days information 
has been received from St. Petersburg 
stating that young Nicholas II has de- 
cided to abandon the atrocious policy 
Which has been in vogue for several 
years past in that country, viz, the poli- 
ey of exiling Russian prisoners to Si- 
beria. 

Barring the reputed alliance between 
France and Russia, this is by far the 


most important announcemeut which 
has recently come from St. Petersburg; 


but while the announcement is gratify- 
ing to the friends of liberty in both hem- 
ispheres, it is not altogether surprising. 
On account of the mild and liberal sen- 
'timents imputed to the present czar 
there are many who have ventured to 
believe that radical reforms of some 
kind would eventually follow his suc- 
cession to the crown; and the announce- 
ment which comes from St. Petersburg, 


therefore, is simply the fulfillment of 
prophecy. 
Slowly but surely the Russian gov- 


ernment is laying aside the fierce bru- 
talities which have so long invested it 
with odium to the outside world: and, 
in spite of the savage reputation which 
it still enjoys to some extent, is begin- 
ning to cultivate the softer blandish- 
ments of civilization. This is evident 
to all who have followed the course ot 
Russian history during the past fifty 
years. The Russia of today is far aheaa 
of the Russia of 1850 or even the Russia 
of several years later. In 1861 ‘the first 
reform step was gade by Alexander II, 
who so far defied the traditions of his 
ancestors as to abolish serfdom in the 
empire; and, though it cost the ezar his 
life to perform this generous act in the 


government of Russia upon its present 
broad and secure foundation. 

The decision of young Nicholas to 
abandon the policy of exiling prison- 
ers to Siberia follows in logical sequence 
‘the courageous example cf Alexander II 
,in liberating the serfs of Russia and 
shows distinctly that the empire is ris- 
ing upward in the scale of refinement 
and civilization. To show what the 
abandonment of the Siberian policy 
means it is only necessary to cite in this 
connection some two or three figures 
from the official reports of the Russian 
government. In 1893 the number ot 
‘exiles sent to Siberia, over a distance 
‘of several thousand miles through snow 
‘and ice, aggregated 22,856. Of this num- 
ber 51 per cent were condemned by the 
courts and 49 per cent by the admin- 
istration. Since 1895 the adjudication of 
alleged wrongs, including political of- 
fenses, has been turned over almost ex- 
clusively to the department of justice. 
Up to that time a large number of cases 
had been yearly adjudicated by the de- 
partment of interior, and thousands of 
innocent victims on mere suspicion alone 
had been compelled to taste of the hor- 
rors of Siberian exile. 

But things have changed considerably 
in Russia within the last two years; 
and frcm present indications the em- 
pire is on the up-grade in political and 
social progress as well as in other re- 
spects. Without exaggeration it may be 
said that no other country in Europe is 
making such prodigious strides in ma- 
terial affairs as Russia, and if Great Brit- 
ain expects to maintain her commercial 
and naval supremacy during the next 
century she had better look to her 


laurels. 

Admissions of the Gold Organs. 

Nothing is more certain than the fact 
that the gold organs are compelled to 
pay a fancy price for evidences of re- 
turning prosperity resulting from the 
higher price of wheat and the sympa- 
thetic rise of other commodities. 

They have been compelled to get rid 
of the remains of several car loads of 
exploded theorics and arguments. They 
have been driven to applaud what they 
have heretofore denounced, a “depreci- 
ated” dollar—‘‘cheap money’’—for the 
dol'ar will not buy nearly so much wheat 
2s .t bought awhile ago, and it will buy 
eniv balf as much wool. 

In fine, the gold organs have been 
ecmpelied to take refuge in the argu- 
™monuts which the free coinage men have 
bee. omploying, to-wit: that higher 
preos are an evidence of prosperity; 
that low prices are an evidence of hard 
times; that prosperity to be real, must 
begin with the farmens and those who 
cepeond cn them; that the prosperity of 
‘the fermers and their dependents can 
iy e-mo from profitable prices for 
a'r roeducts; and that even when the

spect to only two products of the farm— 
wheat and wool—the result is beneficial. 

The Constitution is very glad to see 

the gold organs climb over the fence 
and take position with the democrats 
on these elemental and basic proposi- 
tions—not because the admission is of 
any real importance, but because it 
presents these organs in a more ri- 
diculous attitude’ than they have ever 
occupied before, impossible as that may 
seem. 
A few months ago they were showing 
that higher prices would be a very se- 
vere blow to the workingmen, and to 
all who depend on wages. They pre- 
sented long columns of windy arguments 
to prove that the comfort of the wage 
earners depended on low price’; that the 
low prices then prevailing were the 
natural and inevitable result of the 
progress of civilization and enlighten- 
ment, and that higher prices were the 
result of “depreciated” currency, “dis- 
honest”’ dollars. 

And yet, the moment that the dollar 
depreciates with respect to wheat and 
wool, two prime necessities to the work- 
ing people, the windy arguments of the 
gold organs explode like inflated paper 
bags in the hands of naughty school- 
boys—they explode, and that is the end 
of them. Therefore, owing to the de- 
preciation of the dollar, we have a now 
and a better condition. 
higher prices for food and winter cloth 
ing, even if the working pecple do not 
get higher wages. 

Thus it falls ont that the arguments 
of the democrats are proven to be sound, 
and the result is applauded by those 
who denied absolutely the truth of them. 
We have higher prices for some of the 
products of the farm, and the result is 
a distinct note of prosperity, to which 
the whole country is promptly re3pon- 
sive. 

But how much better it would be for 
the country if the symptoms of better 
times now apparent had something more 
substantial behind them than depen- 
dence on continued failure of the wheat 
ercps in Europe, India and Argentina 
Should those countries be blessed next 
year with even average crops of wheat, 
the present price of our wheat cannot 
of course, be sustained. But notwith. 
standing the fact that such prosperity 
as we are enjoying is entirely providen- 
tial in character, we should make the 
most of it and rejoice at it. While so 
doing we should strengthen and fortify 
ourselves by taking measures to give 
permanence to prosperity by reforming 


our currency svstem and put- 
ting it on a solid and_= substantial 
basis. A cheaper dollar, the result of 


bimetallism, is no less sound or honest 
than the cheaper dollar resulting from 
short crops in Europe or from tariff 
legislation. ‘That is a fact which must 


be clear to the dullest mind. 
> — 


Alabama’s Pig Iron. 

Georgia extends her palm across the 
Chattahcochee river and warmly con- 
gratulates lier sister state of Alabama 
on the growing recognition which her 
iron industry is attracting in the world’s 
market. 

or the vear 1896 Alabama’s foreign 
shipments of pig iron amounted in round 
numbers to 100,000 tons; for the current 
year the figures have already reached 
150.000 tons, and may yet exceed 200,- 
000 tons before the year expires. In 
view of the restricted character of <Al- 
abama’s iron industry up to 1896, these 
figures are surprising; but, in view of 
what seems to be the evident design 
of nature with respect to the iron in- 
dustry in that state, they merely serve 
to indicate in a faint measure what the 
enormous foreign trade of our sister 
state will be within the next few years. 

Since the beginning of the present 
year several large shipments of Ala- 
bama pig iron have been made to Great 
Britain. These shipments are not with- 
cut marked significance. Ten years ago 
British importers would have hooted at 
the idea of buying pig iron in the south; 
today the conditions of trade are such 
that they are absolutely ferced to buy 
in this market, and as time advances 
the extent of their purchases wiil grad- 
ually increase. But Great Britain is not 


the only foreign purchaser of Ala- 
bama pig iron. Mexico has re 
cently stepped into the market and 
bids fair to become one of dAla- 
bama’s'_—ibest customers, In the 


purchase of coal, as well as of pig iron. 
Mexico expecis to do a large business 
with our sister state and has already 
given earnest of her good intentions by 
filing handsome orders with Alabama 
exporters, 

Instead of exciting envy, the rapid 
progress which Alabama is making 
arouses nothing but pride in Georgia’s 
bosom. Years ago the territory embrac- 
ed within the present states of Alabama 
and Mississippi formed a part of this 
commonwealth: but, during the. early 
part of the century Georgia ceded to 
the union that vast domain lying be- 
tween the Chattahcochee and Missis- 
sippi rivers and ever sinee that time 
she has watched with maternal interest 
the steady unfolding of the two. great 
states which have sprung from her own 
original territory. But aside from this 
feeling. of pride there are still other 
considerations which prompt Georgia to 
extend her most cordial congratulations 
to Alabama. Whatever benefits our sis- 
ter state benefits the south, and ot 
course benefits Georgia. May thé same 
presperity which is today laying its 
golden rod upen the Alabama iron in- 
dustry likewise touch into revival every 
industry throughout our broad land 
and make the entire country melodious 
with the song of progress. 


Sample Warehouses Established. 


In connection with the effort to bring 
about more intimate trade relations be- 
tween the United States and the vari- 
ous countries of South America, it is 
gratifying to note that practical steps in 
this direction have been taken by the 
American Manufacturers’ Association. 
Under the immediate auspices of this 
commercial body a sample warehouse 
has been established within the last 
few weeks at Caracas in Venezuela, from 
which gratifying results are expected. 

Mr. Richard Dedge, one of the lead- 
manufacturers of 
New York city, has recently returned 
from Caracas bringing with him a glow- 
ing account of the commercial outlook 
in Venezuela. ‘There is room in Ven- 
ezuela for increasing our sales ten-fold,” 
says Mr. Dodge in a recent interview on 
the subject. ‘““Venezuela’s exports to 
all countries aggregate between $20,000,- 
000 and $22,000,000 a year in value, 
about half of whieh comes to the Unit- 
ed States. She imports, however, be- 
tween $16,000,0000 and $19,000,000 year- 
ly, only one-fifth of which comes from 
the United States. Of these imports from 
the United States only $1,500,000 repre- 
sent manufactured gcods, the rest being 
agricultural and food products.” 

From the figures cited- by Mr. Dodge 
it appears that while this country buys

the goods exported from that country, 
Venezuela, on the other hand, buys 
only one-fifth of her imports in this 
market, These figures clearly show 
that something is wrong with our Ven- 
ezuelan trade relations. Either the mer- 
chants of this little South American 
republic are prejudiced against the Unit- 
ed States, or else they are wholly ig- 


horant of the value of our products; | 


and, therefore, blind to their own in- 
terests. 
But what is true of Venezuela is also 


true in some measure of the various 


other countries to the south of us. The 
trade of these cogintries naturally be- 
longs to the United States, and why 
they insist upon buying in the Buropean 
market is something that cannot be 
readily explained. In seeking to re- 
move the barriers which interfere with 
our South American trade and to culti- 
vate more friendly relations with the 
countries to the south of us, the Nation- 
al Manufacturers’ Association has inau- 
gurated a wise policy, and one which is 
sure to be productive of good results. 


The Cotton Industry in the South. 

Our southern farmers are indebted to 
Mr. Henry G. Hester, secretary of the 
New Orleans cotton exchange, for what 
is perhaps the most complete and accur- 
ate review yet published of the cotton 
industry in this section during the past 
six years, 

Mr. Hester deals not cnly with the ex- 
act size of eacli year’s crop, but also 
with the precise.amount of cotton con- 
sumed in the various mills of the coun- 
try, both north and south, during this 
same interval cftime. He fixes the size 
of lest year’s crop at 8,757,957 bales, 
which jis slightly above the average crop 
for the six years. In arriving at this 
result which he announces with some 
degree of confidence, Mr. Hester states 
that he has’ faithfully endeavored to 
follow each bale of cotton from the field 
to the market. His figures, are basea 
upon warehouse receipts and other ap- 
proved sources of information. In the 
following table the size of each year's 


cotton crop since 1891-2 is presentea, 
together with the actual cash value 
which it brought in the market:

I‘'rom the foregoing table 
by Mr. Hester it appears that the larg- 
est cotton crop gathered during the peri- 
od under discussicn was grown in 1894-5, 
at which time 9,901,251 bales were real- 


ized. But the cash value of that year’s 
crop amounted to only $2937,037,530. 
whereas the crop for 1891-2, which ag- 


gregated only 9,035,379 bales, amounted 
in vaiue to $338,826,712. In regard to 
last year’s crop Mr. Hester states that 
while in size and value it was not above 
the average crop, it put the farmers of 
the country in better condition perhaps 
than the crop of 1891-2, as the hardships 
of the preceding years had forced upon 
them the lesson of practical economy. 
As compared with the cotton crop for 
1895-6 it appears from the above table 
that last vear’s crop aggregated a total 
ineresse of 1,600,608 bales and of $27,- 
829.487 in cash value. Mr. Hester makes 
no prediction with respect to this year’s 
growing crop: but from other sources 
of information it is learned that fuily 
9,750,000 bales will be gathered. If 
prices are even fair, therefore, it is evi- 
dent that the present crop will place 
our farmers in better circumstances than 
they have known in years. It behcoves 
our farmers, however, to market their 


for a syndicate of New York bankers to 
buy up our foreign-held securities and 
thus take off the country this awful in- 
cubus. At the same time, we are will- 
ing to admit why it should be a more 
serious matter for a foreigner to sell 
American securities than to buy them. 

But this apart, what does Mr. Pulitz- 
er’s paper mean by the statement that 
there is no longer “a threat of cheap- 
ened money?” The very condition over 
which The World is so hilarious depends 
for its existence and its continuance Oh 
the fact that the dollar is cheapeneda. 
There is no threat about it. ‘There has 
been an actual cheapening, and of a 
character to come home to the minds 
and pockets of these who are receiving 
no more dollars now than they had four 
months ago. 

Take the case of wheat. The cheap- 
ening of the dollar in rd@lation to wheat 
has been almost sensational in its char- 
acter. The dollar has almost become a 
“fifty-cent dollar.” The situation proves 
it to a demonstration. ‘Phe wheat grow- 


er who wants money can now 
buy with a bushel of his prod- 
uct almost twice the amount of 


money it would command four or five: 


weeks ago. On the other hand, thé man 
who wants to buy wheat can get for his 
dollar only half as much as he could ger 
awhile ago. If this ig. not cheapening 
the dollar with a vengeance, we don't 
know what it is. Moreover, The Worla 
says that other prices, have risen—that 
is to say, the dollar hag become cheaper 
with respect to other commodities. 

The illustration shows the folly and 
futility of the whole gold argument. The 
organs have been crying out against 
cheaper money, and yet here they have 
the effect of it in full blast. And yet. 
instead of denouncing it as dishonest, 
they are gloating over the results. We 
have cheaper money and nobody is hurt 
—in fact a good many péople are helped 
temporarily. 

But suppose that all other commodities 
should chance to follow the example of 
wheat, what would be the result? Would 
the gold organs cry out against the “fif- 
ty-cent dollar’ and say that the “na- 
tional honor” had been wounded? Most 
certainly not, for only a few of them 
have the intelligence to understand that 
the doubling of prices means a dollar 
worth only half what it was before. 

If this result shonld be brought about 
by the free coinage of silver—as it sure- 
ly- would be, only in a more gradual 
manner than has marked the cheapen- 
ing of the dollar with respect to wheat— 
the gold organs would never tire of talk- 
ing about the “depreciated dollar’ and 
“dishonest money,” although precisely 
the results would foilow that they say 
the higher price of wheat is bringing 
about. But these results would reacb 
everybody and every business. All 
prices would gradually rise and with 
them wages, and we should have a taste 
of prosperity not only real, but pernta- 
nent. 

If a “fiftv-cent dollar” for wheat 
such an auspicious and glorious event, 
why would not a “fiftv-cent dollar’ for 
all commodities add proportionately to

A glance at these figures will suffice 
to show that the south has made rapid 
progress in the cotton industry. In 1890 
the ratio.of consumption was 18 to 5 in 
favor of the northern mills, whereas at 
the present time it is only 18 to 10, in 
favor of the nerthern mills. While the 
cotton industry has been virtually at a 
standstill in the north during the past 
few years it has more than doubled in 
the south.

The Suction Pump. 


‘Editor Constitution—Can you give the 
history of the suction pump?

Okolona, Miss., September 2, 1897. 

The original of the common suction 
pump of today was a Greek invention and 
came into general use during the reign of 
the Ptolemies, Philadelphes and LEener- 
getes, 283 to 221 B. C. The name, which is 
very similar in all languages, is derived 
from the Greek word “‘pempo,”’ to send or 
throw. The most ancient description of 
the water pump is by Hero of Alexander. 
There is no authentic account of its gen- 
eral use outside of Egypt previous two its 
introduction into the German provinces at 
about the opening of the sixteenth century. 
Pumps with piungers and pistons were in- 
vented by Morland, an Englishman, in 1674; 
the double-action pump by De la Hire, the 
tg academician, some twenty years 
ater. 


Manufacturing Aluminum. 

Editor Constitution—What is the best pro- 
cess for separating the.metal aluminum 
from clay? HENRY DAVIS. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., September 1, 1897. 
There are several commercial processes 
of manufacturing aluminum. The Minet 
process consists in electrolyzing sod‘'um 
chloride mixed with aluminuin flouride, or 
with the double flouride of sodium and 
aluminum. The Hall method electrolyzes 
alumina dissolved in a fused mixture of 
aluminum and sodium figurides. In the 
Hall method the refining pots are run for 
months at a time, but the metal is drawn 
off from any pot within a few hours after 
the process of manufacturing begins. This 
method is used in this country.

The Water Supply of Paris. 


Editor Constitution—Could you explain 
the water supply of Paris? M. D. G. 


Paris has several water supplies for dif- 
ferent purposes and from different sources. 
That which its 2,500,000 people drink comes 
from springs, of which the Moulin de la 
Souree, the headwaters of the Dhuis. and 
Le Bime de Cerilly, fn the valley of the 
Vanne, are the principal ones. These are 
very large and beautiful springs. The Mou- 
lin de la Source yields daily about 5,000,900 
gallons, and Le Bime de Ceriily about one- 
half as much. The total quantity: taken 
from the yalley of the Vanne is about 20.- 
000,000 to 25,000,000 gallons per day. Besides 
these there are several artesian wells and 
other springs which are in use. and others 
are in course of preparation. Some of the 
suburbs, however, use river water. The 
typhoid fever death rate of 25 per 100,000 per 
year may perhaps be ascribed to the fact 
that the greater mortality rate among those 
using the river water may influence the 
rate as to the entire city. As a recent 
plant for the purification of the river water 
used by certain suburbs has just been in- 
stalled, the results will be watched with 
interest. 


The Cause of Apcplexy. 
Editor Constitution—I would like to un- 
derstand the cause of apoplexy. 
E. M’IVOR. 
Apoplexy Is due to the breaking of a 
blood vessel in the brain, which results in 
hemorrhage. It may occur at any age, 
but is most common tn men who have 
passed the age of sixty, especially in’ those 
who. have indulged too freely in aleoholle 
liquors. It may come on suddenly, or there 
may be warning symptoms. Sometimes the 
person suffers for several days pfevious to 
the attack from headache. congestion of 
the face and a sense of general! discomfort. 
When the attack does occur the person is 
struck down very suddenly and is in a 
state of insensibility, from which it is im- 
possible to arouse him. His breathing is 
usually noisy and labored, and he is unable 
to speak, or to recognize those about him. 
His condition is very critical, and he may 
die in the attack, but usually the patient 
recovers, for a time, at least, but he is left 
more of less permanently disabled. When 
an attack occurs the sufferer shou'd bea 
placed in a recumbent position. his collar 
and cravat should be lonsened and the wine 
dows of the room should be opened wide. 
Then send for the nearest physician.

MA, STEVENSON PREACHES A SERMON. 


Prisoners and Visitors Flock to Perry 
and Take His Hand—Perry’s Wife, 
Child and Sister Were Pres- 
ent—Said He Was Not 
Afraid to Die. 


H. S. Perry, the man who wii! suifer 
death on the gallows next Wednesday for 
the murder of Bely Lanier, spent his last 
Sunday on earth as an evangelist. 

it was his wish yesterday afternoon, af- 
ter religious services had been held in the 
jail, to preach to these about him whkv 
were still in sin. He reed many passages 
from the Bible ard commented on them 
as he proceeced. At times, when he told 
that he felt he was seved and would soon 
pass away from this earth forever, he 
spoke in a choking voice while his eyes 
were filled with tears. 

After he had finished his talk, he asked 
all around him to come forward and give 
bim their hands with a promise to try and 
lead a better life. 

Finally he turned to his wife, sister and 
child, who were with him, and asked them 
to meet him in heaven. The scene was 
deeply affccting and many of those abaui 
him were weeping, even the hardy old 
mountaireers, and many «cf the most hard- 
ened criminals in the prison looked through 
eyes dimmed with tears. 

The regular services were conducted hy 
Rev. R. S. Stephenson, who holds services 
at the jail every Sunday. He was 2accom- 
panied by Mr. E. M. Roberts and a num- 
ber of well known people prominent {n 
church work in the city. 

The Scene in Jail. 

The ministers, the visitors and all the 
state and United States prisoners were 
within the corridor of the jail proper. Per- 
ry, his wife, his sister, ard one of his 
little girls and a guard were in the cage 
which opens into the corridor and also 
into the cell which Perry now occupies, 
the famous “twelve spot.’’ Those {in the 
cage sat in chairs, Perry occupying a geat 
between the guard and his sister. Mrs. 
Perry and the little girl sat to Perry’s 
right anc with their backs to the jail 
door. 

In his hand Perry held a small Bible and 
a hymn book. 

After the singing of a hymn, Mr. Steph- 
enson bagan his discoursq He said he had 
selected a particular text by special re- 
quest of the man who was nearing his final 
hour, The text chosen was from the 108th 
Psalm. ; 

“Oh, God, My Heart Is Fixed.’ 

The minister divided his text into five 
heads: 

First ,““My Heart Is Fixed on God as My 
Creator.” 

Second, “On Jesus as My Redeemer.” 

Third. “On tHe Holy Spirit as My Com. 
forter.”’ 

Fourth, ‘On God's People as My Asso- 


ciates,”’ 
Fifth, on “Heaven as My Home.” 


Mn Stephenson’s Talk. 

Throughout his discourse the speaker’s 
words were directed to the man who stood 
in the shadow of the awful gallows. He 
began by saying that the old world was 
first created in darkness and there was 
only light through the divine command of 
Almighty God. The world was very beau- 
tiful with its hills and valleys, its lilies 
and its songs of birds. It was made for 
us by the great Creator, the Creator of 
the just and the unjust. This Creator bids 
all to come unto Him, “Behold the lamb 
of God who taketh away the sins of the 
world.” “Behold Him in His glory ready 
to hear the prayer of the sinner.”’ 

“Now let me speak of Jesus Christ as 
our redeemer,’’ said the minister. ‘‘Let me 
picture Him on the cross of Calvary, for 
that cross was the grandest altar and the 
holiest shrine the world has ever seen or 
will ever see. It was this Christ who eaid: 
‘Let this cup pass from me, but not mine 


but thy will be done,’ ”’ ; 

The speaker dwelt upon the error of 
doubt and procrastination. They only 
meant death, for the wages of sin was 
death. That which we sow shall we also 
reap. 

He requested all to ask themselves the 
‘““Am I ready to meet my God?’ 


question: 
“I am ready 


“Can you say,” he said, 
and willing, Lord?’ 

The religion of Christ. he said. was for 
all—the white. the ‘black and the red man. 
Turns to Perry. 

Suddenly turning to Perry he exclaimed: 
“Rrother Perry, the God of Elijah is 

your God and my God.”’ 

“What is to be gained by Christ and 
the cross?” he asked. “We will receive in 
this world that peace that passes all un- 
derstanding and in the world to come life 
everlasting. O God, forbid that any of us 
shall ever hear that Voice say unto us: 
‘Depart from me, I Know you not.’ There 
are times when al) earthly friends will 
desert you, but Christ will never desert 
you. Trust in Jesus and He will never 
leave you, even though you may be pass- 
ing through the valley of the shadow of 
death. When a man’s heart is changed 
he will learn to love God’s people. He 
will be led by the Spirit into pastures 
green, the pastures of God’s eternal luve.” 

‘The Home in Heaven. 

In conclusion Mr. Stephenson said: 

“My heart is fixed on heaven as my 
home. After this old race is run, after 
all the tears are shed, the hear‘achings

| have stopped and this tongué is stilled, 
and this spirit has taken its immortal 
flight, then will come the beautiful hume 
in heavem with all its glorious realities. 
Jesus said: ‘Il go to prepare you a man- 
sion. O, heaven, with its streets of gold, 
its walls of jasper, oh, heaven, sweet 
light of my soul! My home in heaven! 
The mansion where Jesus lives and reigns, 
where the angels and archangels sing 
and the loved ones gone before await 
us. Are you ready for heaven? Are you 
ready for the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ? May God help each of you, and

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give you His grace to sustain you; and 
may heaven, sweet heaven, be your eter- 
nal home.”

After the singing Mr. “Noberts arose 

and said: ‘‘Brother Perry wishes to say a 

few words. He feels that he will be saved 


and before he leaves the world forever he 


desires to preach one sermon.” s 


Perry Begins His Talk. 

Perry arose with his little Bible in his 
hands. 

‘‘Brethren,’’ he said, in a trembling voice, 
“my mind is fixed. It is fixed on heaven 
as my home. This is my last Sunday on 
this earth.” 

He paused, for his voice was choking 
so he could hardly speak. The sobs of his 
wife broke the oppressive stillmess. 

“I wish to bid you all a farewell and 
speak a word before I go,” he :ontinued. 
“My brother, doeg the world seem dark 
to you? Do not be cast down, but look to 
Jesus. He says ‘I will remember you in 
your tribulation,’ 
as a Christian and the world will be 
bright. You think it is awful for me to 
go alone? But He says, ‘I the Lord, thy 
God, will hold thy right hand.’ I shall 
look up and the way will not seem dark.”’ 

The prisoner read from John vili, 12: 
“Them Jesus spake again unto them say- 
ing: I am the light of the world; he that 
followeth me shall not walk in darkne’s, 
but shall have the Nght of life.’’ 

“I am the Nhght,"’ he said. ‘Though 
they may kill this poor old body, and 
hang me by the neck until I am dead, 
they cannot take my soul,” 

He read from Psalms xxvii, 1: “The 
Lord is my light and my salvation: whom 
siall I fear? The Lord is the strength 
of my life; of whom shall I be afraid?’ 

“I love everybody in this old world,”- 
said Perry, ‘‘and will pray for them.” 

He then read the following from 
Bible: 

“It God be for us, who can be against 
us?’’—Romans viil, 31. 

“The spirit itself maketh intercessions 
for us with the groanings which cannot 
be uttered.’’—Romans viii, 26. 

“In God is my salvation and my glory; 
the rock of my strength, and my refuge 
is in God.’ “Trust in Him at all times, 
ye people pour out your heart before Him. 
God is a refuge for us.’’—Psalms Ixii 8-9. 

“Fear none of those things which tnou 
shall suffer; behold the devil shall cast 
some of you into prison, that ye may be 
tried; and ye shall have tribulation ten 
days; be thou faithful unto death, and I 
will give thee a crown of lLfe.’’—Revela- 
tion il, 10. 

‘These things have I written unto you 
that-believe on the name of the Son of God; 
that ye may know that ye have eternal 
life, and that ye may believe on the name 
of the Son of God.’”’ —II John, v, 13. 

An Appeal to Those in Sin. 

After reading these selections from the 
Bible, Perry commented upon them as he 
went along, and then said, raising his 
voice: 

“IT pray that the words I have read have 
touched some heart here. If £0, let the 
good seed remain. Keep them in your heart 
and go and pray. The only thing we have 
for the future is salvation. Oh, it is hard 
for me to leave my dear wife and little 
children: but I have the sacred promise 
that He will be a Father to the widow and 
the orphan, and they will meet me in the 
world to come, and it will not be for long 
that we part here. The time will be but 
short before my wife and children shall 
come to me. As our good brother has said, 


the 


there is a heaven for us all to win und a 
hell to shun.” 

Perry concluded his remarks by saying: 

“This is the last Sunday I shall be with 
you on this earth. I want you all to come 
and give me your hand and say that you 
will meet me in the home in heaven.” 

They Shake Perry’s Hand. 

While the hymn, ‘Jesus Keep Me Near 
the Cross,’ was being sung all those pres- 
ent, visitors and fellow prisoners, came up 
and shook hands with Perry through the 
iron bars of the cage. The tears were flow- 
ing down his cheeks and nearly all who 
took his hand were wiping the tears from 
their eyes. All the while the wife sat with 
her face bowed in her hands, and her sobs 
could be heard above the singing. 

One of the prisoners, a moonshiner, when 
he went up to Perry almost shouted-as he 
cried out: 

“Thank God, there is a home in heaven. 
There is a place where they can’t throw 


us into prison. I have a home in heayen, 


thank God.” 

The services closed with a prayer and a 
benediction by Mr. Stcphenson. 

Perry, with his wife, sister and little girl, 
was taken into the cell and tthe door closed. 
The United States prisoners filed out, and 
many of their eyes were red. Then the 
minister and the visitors came out through 
the cage. 

The meeting was over. 

Perry Writes a Card. 

Editor Constitution: Will you please 
publish the following card in justice to 
Sheriff Nelms? In my card of a few days 
ago in The Journal in reference to min- 
isters being denied the privilege of visit- 
ing me in my cell—from the orders the 
keepers of the jail said they cume from 
the sheriff. Now, im order to put the 
sheriff right before the public, I want to 
state that the sheriff informs me he had 
the instructions in writing sent to him 
from the governor, and they were not is- 
sued by him only as they were requested 
by the executive to be issued. I blame 
no one with this, but pol aoe oe sheriff

Dr. Hall is a speaker of great 
force and eloquence and held the atten- 
tivn of his hearers from the first to last, 
Humor, pathos, pictorial description, earn- 
est and impassioned appeal combine to 
give a charm to the speakKer’s utterance. 
Those who heard Dr. Hall yesterday will 
be apt to attend the tent meetings, which 
are announced for every night this week. 
In the afternoon Dr. Haili’s theme was, 
“Yesterday, Today and Forever.” He said:

It 
is Said that omce tne eagie of eternity 
Was llying across from the mountain peak 
of yesterday to the summit of torever 
and paused midway over the valiey of to- 
day and dropped from his wing a tiny 
feather which men called ‘time.’ 

“Now you will put your hands into mine 
and I will lead you \up to the mouniain 
summit of ‘yesterday.’ What a beautiful 
Vision! We hit our eyes and the broad 
piateaus of the eternal ages rise before 
us. Backward, past the milestones of the 
ages, imagination flies. In the dim distance 
riseS a spiendid rainbow archway in which, 
in glittering letters, we read, ‘In the begin- 
ning.’

Dr. W. W. Landrum Preached on Sun- 
day Work Yesterday.

DESIRE OF DAVID HIS TEXT 


—-——— 


Spoke of the Duty of Worship and 
of the Duty of Church- 
Going. 


Dr. W. W. Landrum occupied his pulpit 
at the First Baptist yesterday for the first 
time in more than a month. 

He has returned full of new streneth 
and he made a splendid effort yesterday. 
There was a large congregation to hear 


him. 

Dr. Landrum’s sermon was on the theme 
of ‘“Worship’s Worth,” and was as fol- 
lows: 

Psalms xxvii, 4: “One thing have I de- 
sired of the Lord that will I seek after: 
that I may dwell in the house of the Lord 
all the days of my life to behold the 
beauty of the Lord and to inquire in his 
temple.”’ 

“Worship is a delightful experience to 
a pious spirit. Worship is God's due and 
man’s duty; God’s due because of what 
He is and does for the children of men, 
man’s duty because of man’s dependence 
on the Aimighty for ali he is and has. 
Worship men must and wil. If they do 
not adore God they adore themselves and 
are gu.lty of the grossest idolatry. Praise 
God and you worsnip, offering up thereby 
spiritual sacrifices of adoration and thanks- 
giving. Pray-and you worship. Close your 
eyes that ail the World may be excluded; 
give God an attentive ear, a lowly heart 
and earnest supplication that he would 
graciously hear and answer your own and 
the pastor’s prayers. Hear the gospei and 
you worship. Preaching must be by Gods 
authority and in God’s name. Whenever 
ine pulpit descends to preach other than 
God’s word it not only perveris its office, 
but merits and sooner or later receives 
the condemnation of men and the wrath 
and punisrment of God. The more of Goc 
and the less of man you discover in the 
pulpit ministrations the greater its power 
and efficeency, the higher its honor and 
the fuller its reward. Give and you wor- 
ship. Your offerings are made, if bestowed 
intelligently and heartily, not to man, but 
directiy to God for the promotion of His 
declarative, giory for the edification of 
his children and for the salvation of souls. 

‘David declares in the text his joy in 
public worship. Secret worship, closest com- 
munion with God, is assumed. Domest.c 
worship and social worship in our mid- 
week service have their place and charac- 
ter, but the vision of the inspired poet 
brings before us the exercises of congre-+ 
gational worship on the Lord’s day and in 
the Lord’s house. 

“The character of the psalmist’s desire 
expressed in the text needs to be carefully 
considered, It is a single desire—‘one thing 
have I desired of the Lord.’ This desire 
is not exclusive, but inclusive; it shuts out 
nothing worthy to be wished by a child 
of Goa, but rather takes in all blessings 
that are related to it as supreme and 
all embracing. ‘there are other mountains 
in Switzerland besides Mount Blanc, but 
this noble peak, because of its great height, 
overshadows all others as is often cailed 
by way of pre-eminence the mountain. 
So David did not ignore or undervalue 
other mountains of spiritual enjoysment, 
such as home, friends, business, country, 
but placed them below the riches and re- 
wards of public worship. Public worship 
promoted, in his conception, confirmation 
of tuith in God, conformation to God; com- 
munion with God and communication of 
power from God. The one th.ng that all 
ren need is right relations with 
the heavenly Father. Get right 
with God and you are harmoniously and 
happily elated to yourself und to 
all others of whatever degree of relation- 
ship. ‘Seek first the kingdom of God and 
his righteousness and all thegé things 
shall be added unto you.’ ‘In all thv 
ways acknowledge Him and He shall direct 
thy paths.’ 

“The desire of the psalmist was a strug- 
gling desire. ‘One thing have I desired 
of the Lord that will I seek after,’ David 
did not always find it easy to attend public 
worship. His duties and occupations were 
multiform and they sometimes pressed 
upon him on the Sabbath day. As a sol- 
dier he was often on the tented fieids 
when he longed to be in the courts of the 
Lord; as a king he was sometimes urged 
to deeds of necessity and mercy which 
were allowable on the Sabbath day, but 
which derried him the sou!ful experiences 
of the sanctuary: as an invalid, at times, 
he tossed wearily on his bed when his 
one desire was to sing Jehovah’s praises 
With the great corgregation. Worship 
in the house of the Lord for a few hours 
every Lord’s day is the ardent wish of 
many disciples who are deried the privi- 

CES. 
“Think of employees of our railways— 
the conductors, engineers, firemen, brake- 
mén; think of the servants of the post- 
office department and then those of the 
police and fire department; think of the 
hotel people and of the trolley car people, 
and the newspaper people and you will dis- 
cover a vast army of men employed on the 
Sabbath day. Many of these are followers 
of Christ whe would count it all joy if they 
could join their famflies and their brethren 
in publie worship.

WILL MEET TODAY 


New Grand Jury Will Be Organized To 
Investigate Many Cases. 


LUMPKIN’S CHARGE TO COME 


He Will Urge the Grand Jurors To 
Look Into the Convict Question. 


BOTH CITY COURTS WILL SRIND THIS WEEK 


Unusual Amount of Litigation Will 
Make the Fall Term Busy in 
Court Circles. 


The summer vacation in the state and 
city co.rts expire this morning and the fall 
term begins with an unusual rush of inter- 
esting cases, 

The superior court will meet at 9 o’clock 
this morning and Judge J.umpkin will pro- 
ceed at once to organize the fall grand jury 
and deliver his charge to the jurers. 
grand jury will be made up from the list 
of grand jurors which was published in 
The Constitution Saturday. 

Immediately after the names are called 
and the body selected Judge Lumpkin. will 
charge the new grand jury as to its duty 
during the term for which it is to be se- 
lected. This charge, it is said, will be quite 
irteresting, as it will point out many vic- 
lations of the law and will call attention to 
various matters of vital importance to the 
welfare of the county. 

Several days ago Governor Atkinson sent 
out a circular letter to the judges of the 
superior court of the state. Among the list 
of rddresses was the name of Judge Lump- 
kin, of the Atlanta circuit. This letter has 
doubtless been received, but Judge Lump- 
kin has not given it out for publication. 
The letter called attention to the convict 
question and directs the judges to see that 
the violations alleged to have been occur- 
ring for years be stopped ard the proper 
treatment accorded the convicts. Judge 
Lumpkin will doubtless call attention to 
this letter in his charge to the grand jury, 
and it is said that he will emphasize the 
condition of convict camps and urge the 
grand jurors to see that the law is obeyed 
to the letter of the code. 

Another point that will doubtless’ be 
brought to the attention of the grand jury 
is the alleged dereliction of the justices 
of the peace in regard to the state and 
county taxes. Several days ago the board of 
county commissioners of Fulton county 
sent letters to the justices of the peace 
showing they had failed to send in to the 
tax receiver a list of property owners in 
each militia district. The state code pro- 
vides that the sending in of this lst is one 
of the duties of the justices of the peace. 
vet it is said they have never complied 
with the law relative to this matter. 

Three Courts Reconvene Today. 

As soon as the grand jury organizes, 
Judge Lumpkin will open court and the 
docket whieh has been prepared will be 
taken up. The litigation will be exceeding- 
ly heavy this fall term and the vast volume 
of cases which found their way into the 
clerk’s office on last return day will come 
up for trial. 

There are several will cases which will 
go before the jury for a decision, having 
been appealed from the court of ordinary. 
The certiorari cases aprealed to the su- 
perior court from the justice courts are 


almost without number and a large amount 
of the time of the court and jury will be 
consumed in the trial of this class of Hitl- 
gation. 

This fall term will be continuous on ac- 
count of the large amount of damage liti- 
gation which will be on the calendar. Many 
damage suits which heretofore have been 
heard -in the city courts have been filed in 
the superior court and there are many 
other suits of a similar nature to come up 
for investigation, '

TO INDICT FULLER

Many Witnessos Summoned To Appear 
This Morning. 


FOR AN ASSAULT TO MURDER 


Solicitor Hill Believes the Man Can Be 
Convicted. 


HE THINKS IT IS A TERRIBLE CRIME 


If Fuller Is Indicted the Trial Will 
Be of Much Interest—He Is Still 
in the County Jail.

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Solicitor Hill has made preparations to 
have the man who left his child to starve 
in the woods indicted for an assault with 
intent to murder. 

A large number of witnesses have been 
summoned to appear before the grand jury 
this morning at 9 o'clock in the case of the 
state vs. W. B. Fuller, alias ‘‘Bud"’ Fuller, 
including city detectives, citizens living in 
the neighborhood where the child was 
found, Grady hospital physicians, Hotel 
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Jackson people and newspaper reporters, 

It is almost certain that a true bill will 
be found against Fuller. Speaking of the 
case recently Solicitor Hill said: 

“As a solicitor I have tried many cases 
Which contained elements of heartlessness 
and cruelty, but I don't believe that I ever 
prosecuted one where there was such bar- 
barity as was displayed by this man Fuller. 
if he is guilty of the crime charged. As 
has been said, he would have been less 
cruel if he had taken the child and delib- 
erately murdered it. I don’t think there 
will be any trouble in making out a case 
of an assault with intent to murder." 

The investigation by the grand jury this 
morning, if the Fuller.case is reached, will 
be exhaustive and complete. 

Fuller is still in the Fulton county fail 
where he was sent after he was bound over 
by Justice Bloodworth on a charge of aban- 
donment. His bond, was fixed at $76, and 
he was preparing to give it when Solicitor 
Hill announced that he was going to make 
an effort to have the prisoner indicted®*for 
an assault with inten: to murder. This 
prevented him giving bond until after the 
grand jury eould look into the case. 

The crime with which Fuller is charged 
is still fresh in the minds of the citizens 
of Atlanta. His child, a little boy and a 
hopeless cripple, was fuund in the woods 
near where the Boulevard and the McDoh- 
ough road meet. The child was brought to 
Atlanta and sent to the Grady hospital, 
where it is still. The finding of the child 
created the: most intense excitement at the 
time. Detectives Harris and Wooten were 
put to work on the Case and it was finally 
ascertained that the father was Bud Fuller, 
who lived in Meriwether county. Fuller 
Was arrested and brought. to Atlanta. He 
confessed that the child was his, but con- 
tended that he had given it to a woman. 
paying her $% to take care of it for ten 
days. Afterwards, however, when his pre- 
liminary trial was held petore Justice 
Bloodworth, he declined to make any state- 
ment at all. 

On the night he arrived in Atlanta he was 
taken to the hospital and made to face his 
child, with which he was charged with 
having so cruelly wronged. The meeting 
of father and child was a most dramatic 
scene. 

It is more than probable that Fuller will 
be indicted for an assault with intent to 
murder, and if he is his trial will create the 
greatest interest. 

It has been intimated that*Fuller wished 
to marry again, his wife having died about 
a year ago, and this is assigned as the reas- 
on why he desired to get rid of the child. 
Fuller was asked about this and he said 
the report was not true. 


DIDN’T GET A MOVE ON HIM. 


A Negro Arrested for Failing To 
‘‘Move On’’ When Told To Do WSo. 

Among the Sunday arrests yesterday was 
S. P. Tatum, a negro who thought himself 
of mucn consequence on the globe. He 
was standing at a street crossing, getting 
in the way of the people passing, and wien 
told to ‘‘move on’’ by the police he simply 
declined to do anything of the gort. 

Two or three times the officer requested 
him to get a move on himself, and he atill 
held his ground with the idea than in a 
free country a citizen had the right to go 
and stop where he pleased. 

Tatum was finally arrested and the 
charge as placed on the dccket was: “Re- 
fusing to move on when told to do so by 
an officer.”’

Mortally Wounds. Floyd Bagby.

Why Captain Thompson Turned Out a 
Female Prisoner. 

“My baby, oh, my baby,’’ wailed a negro 
female prisoner at the barracks last even- 
ing. She kept up the dismal cry so long 
that Captain Thompson was moved ito 
look into the case and he found that the 
prisoner, Georgia Duncan, wanted to go 
home to her baby which she had left lock- 
ed “up in a room by itself. 

Georgia had been arrested by Patrolman 
Crim for acting in a disorderly manner on 
Decatur street. She was taken to the bar- 
racks and locked up. It was then that 6he 
began to wail about her baby. 

Captain Thompson sent Call Officer Cor- 
nett on his wheel to the ‘Mississippi Bot- 
tom,’’ one of the choice negro settlements, 
where the woman lived. The call officer 
found the woman’s story was true. Lock- 
ed up in a room alone he foved a baby 
about a year old which was sick and hun- 
ery. He returned to the barracks and 60 
reported to the eaptain. The Woman was 
turned out on her own recognizance and 
ordered to be in court this morning. 

She was told that if she ever went off 
and ‘eft that baby in the room by itself 
again she would be prcesecuted in the state 
courts for desertion.
